« day passed by voice vote a resolution call- ~ 


ing on the State Milk Control Board to 
eliminate price-fixing to consumers and 
fix only the prices which must be paid to 
milk producers. 

That would revive competition in the 
sale of milk to consumers but would as- 
sure the farmer a fair return for his prod- 
uct. 

The resolution, sponsored by 106 Rep- 
resentatives, is not binding. But it gives 
the'Milk Board a clear indication of legis- 
lative sentiment. The Board would-be wise 
to heed the advice.

AUTHORS of the Peace Officers’ Pension Bill 
picked up new support this year by eliminating, 
what they called, an objectional feature of the 
old bill. After searching the new bill and find- 
ing the same major objection there—that is, the 
requirement that every policeman getting a State 
pension must join and keep his dues paid up in 
the private association called the Georgia Peace 
Officers’ Association—we asked what objectional 
feature had been eliminated. . It seems that the 
Peace Officers’ Association had changed officers. 
Where many legislators had objected to creating 
a high-paying pension distributing job for the 
old secretary of this private organization, they 
do not object to passing the bill now that two 
State Troopers are running the same private or- 
ganization.

Vacation Research 


“What do you people think of the sales tax?” 
I asked a man in a department store at Stuart, 
Fla., as he wrapped up a purchase. (Florida’s 
sales tax is brand-new.) . , 

First he shrugged his shoulders. Then he picked up a ledger. 
“For me,” he said, “it is not so bad. Now that it has come, we 
realize we are going to have one. The one we have is a nuisance 
because it has so many exemptions. No purchases of clothing of 
less than $10 is taxed. That exempts most of our purchases save 
suits, dresses, some sport shirts, shoes, and so on. Thé average 
man, though, pays less than $10 for shoes, shirts and other items, 
so it doesn’t give us too much trouble. I have to keep this special 
ledger. A straight tax would be better. If there are no exemp- 
tions, it is no great trouble. But, of course, no one likes a tax— 

any tax. But you dislike most those which are a nuisance.” 


Visit During this vacation I gave way to a long-suppressed de- 
sire. That was to try surf-fishing. Near the beach where 
daily I stood, cooking slowly in the sun, casting my weighted and 
baited rig as far out as I could, there was a small village with a 
general store of great excellence. There a hungry surf-fisherman 
could be fed quickly and return to his meditations and fishing. 

Over a sandwich I put my question about the sales tax. 

“It is too confusing and too much of a nuisance,” the lady said, 
“because of the exemptions. If I sell you a quart or more of ice 
cream to take out of the store;there is no tax. If I sell you a dish 
of ice cream or a cone, there is a tax. It leaves loopholes for th 
unscrupulous. Let me give you another example. If you b 
cheesecloth to put on seed beds, there is no tax. If you want it 
for any other use, there is a tax. Naturally, a storekeeper cannot 
demand a sworn statement as to what use will be made of the 
cloth. It is next to impossible to keep the tax straight. The penalty 
is on the honest merchants and the’responsible ones. I do not like 


‘a sales tax, but it seems necessary to have one in these days of 


expanding serviées. A lower tax with.-no exemptions would bring 
in more money and be less of a nuisance.” 


: On another day my liking for buttermilk provided 
Exemption another example. The young lady said: “If you 
like buttermilk as much as you seem to, why not get a quart at the 
grocery counter? There is no tax on that.” 


So I did. I had been paying a tax on each glass. By walking 
a few steps and buying a whole bottle, I paid no tax at all, but 
still had my milk. It didn’t make much sense. ° 


Del a One day\I sat in a man’s office talking about things in 
Y general. His phone rang and the operator informed 
him a call placed some time earlier to the Tax Collector’s office had 
at last been completed. He excused himself and talked. He asked 
about a small apartment house he owned and what to do about 
the tax of a man who had signed a two-year lease and made a de- 
posit covering taxes. He was told to hold the money for six 
months, covering some provision about leases, and then send it in. 

“What about the tax, anyhow?” I asked. 

“Just that,” he said. “I’ve been two hours getting that infor- 
mation. Now I have to get some sworn statements and go to a lot 
of trouble. The State needs the tax. A fair sales tax is inescapable 
in these days of big city populations and the thousands who pay 
almost no direct taxes. But the trouble is the politicians try to 
exempt as many of their friends’ businesses as they can and also 
try to exempt many of the chief items bought by their constitu- 
ents. <A straight tax, starting with every purchase over, say, 15 
cents, would be equitable and easily administered.” 


Another In a sporting goods store I got another answer. I 
; had gone there to buy some lead weights for a surf- 
casting rig. A beginner not only experiences back-lashes, but 
often he also undergoes the helpless feeling of watching his weighted 
rig break away and go sailing far out over the tossing waves, falling 
at last into the deep blue sea. The neophyte throws away a lot of 
lead, hooks, swivels and wire leader. | 
“Everything I sell is taxed,” said the sporting goods owner. 
“They figure the tourists buy most of the fishing stuff, so there was 
no one to go for exemptions. I happen to believe in the tax. I 
know the schools need the money. But it burns me to see a lot of 
people in business have half of what they sell exempted. There 
is a lot of cheating going on and the tax is not going to raise what 
they figured it would simply because they exempted it to death.” 
I took my weights—$1.25, plus four cents tax—and went back 
to the beach to construct my rigs. To do this | had had to buy a 
pair of pliers which ajso cut wire, $1.75, plus five cents tax; swivels, 
wire leader and hooks, plus tax. 


The storekeepers of Florida, the honest ones, that is, 
are sad, frustrated and harassed chiefly because of 
the many exemptions. 

The boys who don’t care and whose ethics are not all they could 
be, can sell’ almost as they please. A little juggling here and there 
fixes it up. Some of these characters no longer sell “suits.” They 
sell, for example, pants for. $10, coats for $10 and vests for $10. 
Amazingly, these always seem to mateh in color-and design. An 
honest merchant selling a $30 suit with a threé percent tax, loses 
business. 

The bookkeeping is so enormous the State is going to have to 
hire a lot of people to do the work. The next Legislature is going 
to do a lot of amending. That’s what the people think. 

I would do an article on surf fishing, but the less said about 
my efforts the better. Also the Legislature is in session and poli- 


tics quickens my pulse. *

During the last year of the war, there was a small 
Experiment concentration camp in East Germany which had 
been set up for two purposes: (a) to build an underground machine 
shop, and (b) to make available the required number of human 
guinea pigs for certain experiments being conducted by distinguished 
Nazi scientists. 

By SS standards, the method of selecting these guinea pigs was 
scrupulously fair. Each morning before breakfast, the 50 men in

To Dairymen 


Editor Constitution: The plight of Mr. 
Swallenwood, published in The Constitution Jan. 
16, is unfortunately a fairly common situation 
with some of our newer dairymen in Georgia. 
Having entered the dairy Wusiness at a time of 
high costs and high returns, many newcomers 
have been unable to adjust their programs in the 
direction of lower costs, and a more efficient 
operation in time of lower milk prices. 


Too many dairymen do not keep production 
records on their herds, which leads to keeping 
many unprofitable cows in the herd. Normally 
feed cost for producing milk is 40 to 50 percent 
of the value of the milk. 

I should like to suggest to Mr. Smallenwood 
and other dairymen, that they make greater use 
of information available from the Extension Serv- 
ice and the College of Agriculture, and that those 
persons interested in dairying as a lasting, paying 
proposition place their herds on test with the 
Dairy Herd Improvement Association operating 
throughout the State. (Information on DHIA 
may be obtained from the Extension Dairyman.) 

Milk can be produced and sotd profitably’ in 
Georgia at a price below that now prevailing. 
To that end the dairy and extension staffs are 
always happy to consult with individuals or 
groups about feeding and production problems.

as conditions to the exercise of that privilege. 
Except for the right of ingress egress, an 
abutting property owner’s rights in the street are 
the same as any other member of the traveling 
public.”

They’ve been 
dried and powdered, packed in barrels, and laid by in handy caves arcund the

The Government’s egg buyers, who bought ’em to hold up the price of 


| 4 eggs that people eat, have been waiting vainly for the customers that never 
eame. They've even tried to give these eggs away, but somehow. nobody much was interested in 


their omelette possibilities. 

So the danged hens across the land have kept 
on laying eggs at a speed which has amazed 
the Government. They’re still at it. The Agri- 
eulture Department decided the only thing to 
do was lower the price at which it would buy 
powdered eggs: It also concluded logically 
enough that the powder should be fit to eat. 

At the moment it is arguing with the egg 
driers, who claim that they can’t turn out a 
better quality product at a lower price. It’s 
not buying any eggs. And the price of eggs 
that go sunny side up in a frying pan, conse- 
quently, are sliding down to near-record lows. 


This brings up to the good old Senate of 
the U. S: A., which is investigating the 
whole messy situation. The hard-working 
hens are giving their all, their masters are 
going broke, the Government has got to 
buy a lot of eggs it doesn’t want, and no- 
body’s winning. 


Roy W. Lennartson, the Government egg ex- 
. pert, said he thought this would work itself out. 
People are eating more eggs because they’re 
about 30 cents-a dozen cheaper than they were 
three months ago. Prices-should go up a little, 
‘he said, and maybe this year he won’t have 
to powder as many eggs as he did last. 

Eugene Friedman said he hoped so for a 
fact. He was one of the GIs during the war 
who ate powdered eggs, because he had to, and 
réad about the folks back home paying a dollar 
a dozen for same. This looked-like a good busi- 
ness to him and when he got back he opened 


an egg ranch at Lakewood, N. J. Business 
hasn’t been so,good. 

Friedman put on his best checked suit and 
his hand-painted necktie and came down. to 
Washington to tell Sen. Guy M. Gillette of Iowa 
and Company about eggs. 


He uses only big white chickens which 
lay only big white eggs. He follows the 
scientific directions in all the books, treats 
his hens like queens, feeds them only the 
food they like best, and if it weren’t for the 
fact that he likes fresh eggs — he’d 
be going hungry. 


His pamperéd chickens which, when in the 
mood, lay the finest eggs on the market today, 
now number 2,000. Friedman ships his eggs 
to the New York market, where they bring 
premium prices. He gets 32 cents a dozen for 
the biggest and the best and his net profits per 
week are $32. With nothing extra for worry- 
ing overtime. 

He said he didn’t: want any more money for 
his eggs, but the funny thing was that the price 
of feed still was about as high as when a dozen 
eggs brought almost a dollar, retail. If this 
would come down he could make a decent living.

We are going to slip this rib- 
bon through the belt after it is 
stitched and pressed, so lay the 
ribbon on top of the belt after 
it is folded on the double and 
measure to see you have 
enough left for a seam. Sew just 
outside of the one-inch mark to 
leave room for ribbon to slide 
easily. Stitch your strip now 
and then trim seam close 1-8- 
inch stitching. Now press seam 
open with point of iron, being 
careful not to press outer edges. 
Stitch across one end and turn 
by putting a small ruler or a 


long pencil] at the stitched end 


and pushing it on through until 
the belt is turned right-side out. 
Now press with the seam down 
through the middle, giving you a 
nice folded edge on each side. 


Press with damp cloth now on 
the seam side, for that will be 
the inside of your belt. Pin a 
big safety pin to one end of the 
ribbon belting and pull it 
through the belt. Of course, you 
have to open the end you sewed 
up to turn the belt. It should 
just fit snug and pull easily. 
Finish one end by turning the 
ends in and blind-stitching them 
together, or make a nice little 
point. To the other end you 
can sew a buckle or just finish 
it the same way and snap it 
over. In the middle of the belt 
on the wrong side briar-stitch 
the belt and ribbon together a 
distance about two inches long 
so it will not slip. Be careful 
wad to catch the right side of 


If you want a stiffer belt you 
can buy the leather backing and 
pin your cloth to it, with out- 
side edges turned under and 
stitched close to edge. There 
are so many clever ways to 
make a belt. Use your own ideas 
and design a belt to suit your 
own waistline.
